Hospitals 

The  only  Institution  under  the  control  of  the  Local 
Authority  is  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bitton — within  the 
district.  On  the  retirement  of  the  Matron  in  October  1983, 
this  Hospital  was  closed  in  view  of  the  County  Council’s 
proposed  re-organisation  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation 
throughout  the  County  in  the  near  future.  In  the  meantime 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Exeter  City  Council 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  our  infectious  cases  at 
their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Pinhoe. 

Accommodation  for  any  smallpox  occurring  in  the  urban 
district  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  outside  the  district. 

A  Sanatorium  at  Bovey  Tracey  and  a  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  in  Exeter  are  available  for  certain  cases  of 
tuberculosis  occurring  in  the  District.  Both  are  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council. 

There  are  no  Institutions  available  for  children  or 
maternity  cases  under  the  Local  Authority. 

The  County  Council  is  also  responsible  for  : — 

(l).  School  Clinics  ; 

(ii) .  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  which 
is  open  every  Friday  afternoon  from  2-30  p.m.  to  4  p.m.  at 
the  St.  James’  Parish  Hall  ; 

(iii) .  Treatment  Centre  for  venereal  diseases.  A 
clinic  has  been  available  since  December  1917,  in  connection 
with  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital,  Exeter,  for  the 
pathological  examination  of  specimens  and  the  treatment  of 
patients.  Treatment  is  available  as  follows 

Men. — On  Mondays  at  4  p.m.  and  Fridays  at  7  p.m. 

WOMEN. — On  Fridays  at  4  p.m. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  available  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children.

Ambulance  Facilities 

A  motor  ambulance  (not  under  the  control  of  the  local 
authority)  is  available  for  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents. 
Under  the  arrangements  with  the  Exeter  City  Council,  their 
ambulance  is  available  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases. 

Professional  Nurses  in  the  Home 

None  is  ordinarily  provided  by  the  Local  Sanitary 
Authority.  A  nurse  has  been  engaged  in  the  past  in  the 
event  of  a  severe  epidemic  of  some  infectious  disease  for 
which  there  was  no  accommodation  in  the  Isolation  Hospital 
(e.g.  Measles). 

Non-infectious  work  is  ably  carried  out  through  the  local 
District  Nursing  Association. 

Midwives 

There  are  five  midwives  practising  in  the  urban  district. 
None  of  these  are  either  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

Nursing  Homes  to  which  Maternity  Cases 
can  be  admitted 

Number  four  only.  The  County  Council  is  the  Local 
Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives’  Acts. 

Public  Health  Officers 

of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  are  as  follows  : — 

One  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  acts  in  a 
twofold  capacity  : — (i).  M.O.H.  to  the  Urban  District  ;  (ii). 
M.O.H.  to  the  Port  Sanitary  District.  Half  his  salary  is 
contributed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

One  whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector  who  acts  as : — (i).

(ii).  Inspector  under  the  Petroleum  and  Explosive  Acts.  Half 
his  salary  is  contributed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

One  whole-time  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer  who  is  the 
official  responsible  for  the  sewerage  and  water  undertakings, 
scavenging,  etc.  A  part  of  his  salary  is  an  Exchequer  grant 
from  the  Road  Fund.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  highly  unsatisfactory  means  of  disposing  of  the 
Urban  District’s  sewage  (i.e.  its  discharge  into  the  estuary  of 
the  Teign  in  a  crude  state  and — some  of  it — at  all  states  of 
the  tide)  still  continues.  A  scheme  for  the  re-organisation  of 
the  existing  sewerage  works  on  both  sides  of  the  river  has 
been  laid  before  the  local  Sanitary  Authority  by  Mr.  F.  W.  S. 
Stanton,  M.Inst.C.E. 

Arrangements  for  the  obtaining  of  tenders  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  work  were  all  completed  during  1931  but 
owing  to  the  financial  difficulties  the  country  had  to  face 
during  the  latter  part  of  that  year,  the  scheme  had  to 
be  postponed  for  the  time  being. 

The  scheme  has  been  closely  occupying  the  attention  of 
the  local  Sanitary  Authority  during  the  last  three  years  and 
it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  a  commencement  of  the 
work  will  be  able  to  be  made  in  the  near  future. 

A  new  storm  water  sewer  was  laid  in  the  Dawlish  Road 
during  1928  and  one  in  Lower  Brimley  during  1931. 

Scavenging 

House-to-house  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  efficiently 
carried  out  by  two  motor  lorries  (obtained  in  1927  and  1930). 
The  refuse  is  dumped  and  buried  on  a  tip  obtained  in  1927 
behind  the  gas  holders.

Character  of  Trade  of  Port 

Passenger  Traffic.  Nil. 

Cargo  Traffic.  The  principal  imports  are  building  materials, 
coal,  cattle  cake,  fruit  (chiefly  apples)  and  vegetables  (mainly 

potatoes). 
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The  main  export  is  china  clay. 

Foreign  Countries  with  which  the  Port  mainly  trades : 
France,  Holland,  Germany  and  the  Baltic. 

Water  Supply 

The  Port  itself  and  the  Shipping  therein  derive  their 
water  supply  from  the  Urban  District  sources.  One  water 
boat  only  is  used,  the  sanitary  condition  of  which  is  good. 

Infectious  Diseases 

All  vessels,  as  far  as  possible,  are  inspected  on  arrival  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and/or  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Any  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  that  may  occur  can  be  dealt 
with  under  the  arrangements  made  with  the  Exeter  City 
Isolation  Hospital  for  dealing  with  local  cases  of  disease. 
With  the  exception  of  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in 
1922,  no  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been  notified  in  the 
Port  Sanitary  District  for  the  last  20  years. 

Measures  against  Rodents 

No  complaints  as  to  rats  have  been  received  from  vessels 
entering  the  Port,  and  no  rats  have  been  killed  by  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  either  on  board  or  ashore. 

Food  Inspection 

(i)  No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year 
under  the  Public  Health  (Imported  Foods)  Regulations  1925, 
the  Public  Health  (Imported  Milk)  Reg  illations  1926,  or  the 
Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations  1927. 

(ii)  No  samples  of  food  have  had  to  be  taken  for 
either  analytical  or  bacteriological  examinations. 

(iii)  Shell-fish  Beds.  A  cleansing  station  for  mussels 
exists  on  '  Salty  ’—an  area  of  river  bed  uncovered  at  low 
tide.  As  a  by-no-means  negligible  proportion  of  the  Urban 
District’s  crude  sewage  passes  into  the  estuary  of  the  River 
Teign  at  all  states  of  the  tide,  this  cannot  be  looked  upon  as 
a  satisfactory  arrangement.  Mussels  are  supposed  to  occupy 
the  cleansing  station  for  three  weeks  before  consumption.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
upon  the  sanitary  progress  made  during  the  year  ended  81st 
December,  1986. 

Inspections  and  Visits 

The  number  of  inspections  and  visits  made  to  various 
premises  during  the  year  under  review  was  3,996.  This 
figure  is  made  up  as  follows  : —

In  addition  to  the  above  figure,  1,005  visits  have  been  made 
to  inspect  work  in  progress  as  a  result  of  the  service  of 
notices,  legal  or  informal,  to  supervise  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  and  to  test  the  drainage  systems  of  new  houses  in 
course  of  construction. 
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Sewers  and  Drainage 

No  extensive  additions  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the 
District  have  been  found  necessary  during  the  year  as 
practically  all  new  houses  built  have  been  adjoining  existing 
roads  which  are  already  sewered  or  have  been  erected  on 
estates  in  which  the  roads  and  sewers  have  been  provided. 
Maintainance  repairs  have  been  executed  to  the  Council’s 
sewers  as  and  when  necessary. 

House  drainage  has  been  dealt  with  as  occasion  arose 
and  various  systems  have  been  tested  on  complaint  or  in 
connection  with  additions  required  as  the  result  of  the 
provision  of  new  w.c’s,  bathrooms,  etc.  A  total  number  of 
G1  systems  were  found  defective  and  leaking  in  greater  or 
less  degree  and  as  a  result  88  systems  were  re-constructed 
whilst  28  were  rendered  sanitary  and  watertight  on  the 
execution  of  minor  repairs. 

Private  house  building  decreased  during  the  year,  a 
total  of  41  houses  having  been  completed  during  that 
period.  This  number  compares  unfavourably  with  the 
preceding  year  (1985)  when  60  houses  were  erected  and 
with  1984  with  its  total  of  55. 

The  drainage  systems  of  these  41  houses  have  been 
inspected  and  tested  prior  to  the  certification  of  the  houses 
as  fit  for  human  habitation.  The  points  to  which  the 
Byelaws  apply  in  regard  to  .  the  trapping  of  waste  pipes 
from  baths,  sinks,  lavatory  basins,  etc.,  and  the  discharge 
of  overflow  pipes  in  conspicuous  places  have  received 
attention. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  visitation  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  was 
extremely  light.  No  cases  were  removed  from  the  town  for 
isolation,  the  only  case  notified  being  nursed  at  home. 
This  was  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  from  which  no  other 
cases  developed.

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  remains 
the  same  as  in  previous  years,  i.e.,  four  licenced  and  two 
registered.  All  are  in  frequent  use.  Few  nuisances  have 
occurred  in  connection  with  the  use  of  the  licenced  and 
registered  premises  and  such  as  have  been  noted  have  been 
speedily  remedied  on  notice  being  given  to  the  occupiers. 


Frequent  visits  are  paid  to  the  slaughterhouses  and 
butchers’  shops  to  inspect  food  in  preparation  for  and 
qxposed  for  sale.  During  the  year  portions  of  the  carcases

All  the  above  articles  were  surrendered  on  request  or 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to 
legally  “  seize  ”  the  affected  food  or  have  same  condemned 

by  a  Justice. 


The  use  of  Humane  Killers,  chiefly  the  Cash  “  Captive 
Bolt  ”  instrument  has  been  maintained  and  it  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  to  enforce 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1988,  in  this  matter.  The  slaughtermen’s 
licences  under  this  Act  have  been  renewed  as  necessary. 


Notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  slaughtering  food 
animals  has  been  given  throughout  the  year  as  required  by 
the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops 

The  number  of  premises  registered  in  connection  with 
the  production  and  sale  of  milk  now  numbers  42.  These 
have  been  periodically  inspected  and  in  several  instances 
notices  were  required  as  to  unclean  premises,  utensils, 
animals,  etc.  No  legal  action  was  found  necessary. 

The  County  Council  scheme  for  the  regular  bacteriological 
examination  of  samples  of  milk  has  been  continued  through¬ 
out  the  year  and  a  total  of  75  samples  has  been  forwarded 
to  Exeter.  To  these  samples  have  been  applied  105  tests,  75 
for  cleanliness  and  80  for  the  detection  of  Tuberculosis.  All 
the  latter  proved  negative,  no  trace  of  Tuberculosis  being 
found  in  any  sample. 

With  regard  to  the  75  cleanliness  samples,  52  were 
found  to  be  above  the  “Grade  ‘A’  Standard,”  whilst  28 
were  below  and  consequently  were  graded  as  “  Failed.”  In 
most  cases  talks  with  the  producers  and  repeat  samples 
brought  them  up  to  the  “  passed  ”  standard. 

Of  the  75  samples,  86  were  taken  from  producers  within 
the  District  and  89  from  producers  without  the  Area, 
who  consign  their  milk  to  retailers  in  the  town. 

During  the  year  10  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken 
by  the  Police  for  the  detection  of  adulteration  under  the 
Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts.  Seven  of  the  samples  were 
genuine,  three  were  found  to  contain  added  water.  Appro¬ 
priate  action  was  taken  against  the  offenders.  Other 
samples  taken  by  the  Police  under  the  above  Acts  included 
Butter,  Margarine,  Lard  and  Cheese.  A  total  number  of  24 
samples  was  taken  for  this  purpose. 

One  producer  in  the  District  has  passed  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  production 
of  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milk  and  has  been  licenced. 
Frequent  samples  have  been  taken  but  all  have  proved 
satisfactory  and  up  to  the  standard. 

Another  producer  is  licenced  as  an  “  Accredited  ”  milk 
producer,  having  been  licenced  by  the  County  Council  after 
alterations  and  improvements  had  been  made  to  the  dairy 
buildings  to  bring  them  up  to  the  standard  set  for 
“  Accredited  ”  production. 
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Six  retailers  in  the  District  have  been  licenced  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  to  sell  designated 
milks  and  three  of  these  are  also  licenced  for  the  bottling 
of  designated  milk  on  approved  premises.  One  of  the 
licences  was  in  respect  of  “  Certified  (Tuberculin  Tested),” 
three  for  “Certified”  and  two  for  “Accredited”  milks. 


Factories  and  Workshops 

The  number  of  factories  and  workshops  inspected  is 
considerably  lower  this  year,  owing  to  the  amount  of  time 
which  has  had  to  be  spent  on  the  measuring  of  houses  for 
the  Overcrowding  Survey. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Form  required  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  which  gives  details  of  the  supervision 
exercised  over  the  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  District.

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The  bakehouses  have  been  periodically  inspected  and 
were  found  to  be  kept  and  maintained  in  a  clean  and 
hygienic  condition. 

No  cases  of  outwork  being  carried  on  in  unwholesome 
premises  have  been  found  and  consequently  Table  3  has  not 
been  included. 

Shop  Act,  1934 

Twenty-four  premises  have  been  inspected  in  reference 
to  sanitary  accommodation,  lighting,  heating  and  ventilation 
and  notices  issued  where  necessary.  Others  remain  to  be 
inspected  as  time  permits. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1 9258 

Enquiries  have  been  made  during  Workshop  Inspection 
regarding  the  materials  used  for  the  making  of  upholstery. 
In  view  of  the  vogue  of  the  factory-made  article  and  the 
decline  of  the  upholsterers’  craft,  very  little  material  is 
used  in  the  District  and  no  necessity  has  arisen  to  take 
samples. 

Schools 

The  five  schools  in  the  District  have  been  inspected 
periodically.  All  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  town 
mains  and  all  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  on  the  water 
carriage  system  and  connected  to  the  public  sewers.  No 
defects  were  found  in  the  course  of  inspection  and  none  of 
the  schools  was  closed  owing  to  infectious  disease  during 
the  year. 

Housing 

At  the  end  of  1935  plans  were  in  preparation  for  the 
erection  of  approximately  50  houses  to  accommodate  persons 
and  families  living  in  unfit  and  overcrowded  houses.  This 
scheme  was  deferred  until  progress  was  made  with  certain 
sections  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  scheme,  as  it  wTas  felt 
that  the  addition  of  the  sewage  of  a  further  fifty  houses 
to  the  sewers  and  outfall  works  of  Lower  Bitton  would 
cause  overloading  and  consequent  nuisance.  In  consequence 
of  this  delay  in  the  provision  of  houses,  progress  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  houses  scheduled  under  the  Slum  Clearance  and 
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Overcrowding  Schemes  has  been  slow,  as  at  the  moment 
no  alternative  accommodation  can  be  offered  to  tenants  of 
affected  houses.  Progress,  however,  has  been  made  and 
several  houses  dealt  with  as  they  became  vacant. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a  tabular  statement  of  the  work  carried  out  under 
the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  during  the  year  1936 
is  appended.

Much  time  during  .the  year  has  been  spent  in  the 
measurement  of  working-class  houses,  to  assess  the  number 
of  persons  who  may  legally  occupy  such  houses,  as 
required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1985.  At 

the  end  of  the  year  over  1,000  houses  had  been  measured 

and  all  particulars  recorded,  but  although  the  Act  gave  six 
months’  grace,  from  the  1st  July  to  the  31st  December, 
for  owners  to  apply  for  and  obtain  the  necessary  informa¬ 
tion  in  regard  to  their  houses,  at  the  end  of  the  year 
only  9  applications  had  been  received,  involving  142 

premises.  Posters  giving  information  as  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  had  been  exhibited  in  prominent  positions 
during  the  whole  of  the  above  period.

most  disappointing  feature  was  the  lack  of  sunshine. 
May,  August  and  October  were  the  only  months 
to  have  more  than  the  average  amount  of  sunshine  and  none 
had  a  big  excess.  On  the  other  hand  many  months  were 
notably  dull,  in  particular  June,  July,  April  and  March— 
the  latter  being  the  dullest  on  record.  For  the  year  the 
total  was  1476.7  hours  compared  with  the  normal  1708.0 
hours.  In  the  last  80  years  only  three  have  had  less  sunshine 
than  1936. 


Rainfall  amounted  to  35.69  inches  on  164  days  compared 
with  the  average  for  the  period  1906 — 35  of  33.38  inches  on 
173  days.  The  excess  was  created  chiefly  in  the  first  four 
months  and  in  July  which  had  nearly  three  times  the  average. 
Dry  months  were  May,  June,  October  and  August,  the  latter 
having  hardly  any  rain  at  all  and  being  the  driest  August 
at  least  as  far  back  as  1871. 


Mean  Temperature  (51.8)  was  a  little  above  normal. 
There  was  no  outstanding  departure  from  normality  in  any 
month.  February  was  the  coldest  and  August  the  warmest 
month,  but  relative  to  the  normal  March  was  the  warmest 
and  April  the  coldest.  Extremes  for  the  year  were  79  in 
August  and  30  in  December. 


There  was  an  excess  of  winds  from  Northerly  points  and 
a  deficiency  from  the  S.W.  In  view  of  this  it  is  rather 
strange  that  rainfall  should  be  above  normal  but  during  July 
much  of  the  rain  was  of  a  thundery  type  with  N.W.  winds. 
During  the  year  there  were  8  thunderstorms  (4  in  July)  and 
11  gales  (5  in  December). 


Snow  fell  on  10  days  during  the  first  four  months  but 
on  no  occasion  was  the  fall  at  all  heavy.  Fog  was  recorded 
on  10  days  (8  in  July).
